The snow fell everywhere 
and 
covered everything 
in the valley 
Both mountain 
ranges 
the 
Gra- - 
hams on the south and 
the Gilas 
on 
the 
north 
wore 
a beautiful 
mantle 
of white 
If the 
ground 
had not been 
soaked 
by 
rains 
which 
have fell during the week 
the snow 
would have 
piled 
up 
several feet in depth and we would 
have had the chance 
to enjoy a 
sleigh ride in the Gila valley ac ¬ 
cording to D W Wickersham who 
is here attending the annual stock 
holders 
meeting 
of the Bank of 
Safford 
Mr 
Wickersham 
says that the 
snow 
storm 
of 
Wednesday 
re ¬ 
minded 
him 
of the 
great 
snow 
in the Gila valley in April 
1877 
He 
never 
remembered 
another 
snow 
storm 
to equal 
the one ol 
that year although 
he had 
seen 
snow fall at Bowie 
and cover the 
ground from two to eleven feet in 
depth 
The snow storm was not all the 
valley had as a result of the weeks 
rain 
The Gila river cleared both 
banks and for a time things looked 
serious 
The 
waters 
swept 
over 
the farming 
lands 
bordering 
the 
river 
carrying 
away 
land 
and 
everything in its path 
At Solomonville it almost reached 
the town 
It spread over William 
Gillespies ranch and destroyed 
a 
new crop 
of 
barley 
valued 
at 
1500 
Nearer here it swept over part 
of 
Walter Mclntyres 
ranch and 
carried away forty hogs 
North of Safford the river 
over ¬ 
flowed into the lower fields of the 
Prina and Layton ranches 
On the 
Thorpe ranch which is located on 
the south 
bank 
of he river 
the 
waters ran several feet deep and 
through the lumber house where 
the ranch hands lived 
On the Clayton 
ranch east 
of 
the Thorpe ranch 
the water cov 
evered the entire ranch to a depth 
of several 
feet 
About 
12 hogs 
were 
reported 
lost at this place 
Wednesday night 
About 200 oclock Wednesday 
afternoon 
Herman 
Foster Denzyl 
Thorpe and Claude Bledsoe drove 
to the Thorpe ranch 
in a wagon 
and got all the bedding and cloth ¬ 
ing out of the house 
and 
then 
started to save the stock 
They got six cows and a calf to 
a place of safety and saved about 
30 hogs including young pigs out 
of 65 
Hinton 
Mullenax 
and 
several 
others went to the rescue 
of Mrs 
Blanche 
Edwards 
who 
lives on 
the ranch adjoining Thorpes 
and 
saved 
all her 
household 
goods 
Twelve hogs all she owned were 
last seen marooned 
on an island 
back of the ranch house 
The river overflowed 
its banks 
all the way down the valley 
The 
roar of the waters could be heard 
for a considerable distance 
At Pima it was feared the bridge 
would 
go 
out 
but the 
structure 
stood 
firm 
against 
the attacks of 
the maddened stream 
The waters 
finally overflowed and broke 
thru 
the protection of piling and rocks 
on the north side of the river and 
cast of the bridge which had been 
placed 
to turn the current 
The 
water 
found 
a 
weak 
spot 
and 
washed 
out the road leading to 
the north approach 
of the bridge 
On the 
Pima side 
the road to 
the approach was not damaged by 
the river 
but was overflowed by

the 
valley 
to Globe 
I have 
hauled 
them 
by wagon 
both 
dead 
and alive 
to Globe 
and Clifton 
1 
have 
raised and sold four car loads 
on my ranch in 
San Jose and 
the 
present time I have between 300 and 
400 hundred 
on my farm 
and as I 
believe the best equipped hog ranch 
in the valley 
therefore 
I feel that I 
am justified 
in thinking 
I am 
an 
authority 
on this question at least 
many people 
think so and 
I would 
like 
to get some 
facts before the 
farmers in the valley 
In the first place 
we have one of 
the most ideal 
places on earth for 
raising hogs 
as they 
can be raised 
almost entirely on alfalfa pasture in 
the summer 
months 
and 
on the 
growing grain 
in the winter 
this 
without injuring 
the grain crop 
in 
fact I 
believe it benefits it but 
of 
course it requires grain to put them 
in condition for the market 
Now 
in 
my 
opinion 
the thing 
most needed is the formation of

Association 
by the 
farmers in order to market the hogs 
grown to the best advantage as well 
as the protection against disease 
al- 
so the building

markets 
The markets we have 
if we only 
knew how to hold them 
but unfor- 
tunately

by and letting others take our mar- 
kets

and thereby in a position to 
compete with us in Globe and Miami 
although thy are compelled 
to haul

valley 
and farms 
in 
order to get to these markets 
The 
reason they can do this is that the 
SaltRiver valley has a Hog Growers 
Association 
and 
they 
know 
just 
what they can do 
One of the reasons why they are 
taking this business 
from us is that 
the majority of our farmers depend 
upon a few buyers here locally 
who 
in order to make the greatest possible 
profit on a car of hogs 
get out and 
buy in broken lots 
thereby getting 
them 
much 
cheaper than if they 
bought them in larger quanties 
and 
in buying in this way they 
invaria ¬ 
bly get 
an inferior quality of 
hogs 
and force the butchers 
to go 
else- 
where 


¬ 
for their hogs 
Another thing that is hurting this 
industry is that these local 
buyers 
are not making an effort to handle 
all the hogs 
raised here 
This 
is 
causing car load after car load to 
go 
through 
the valley from other 
points to Globe and Miami 
To my 
knowledge 
two car loads has 
gone 
through 
this valley in the last two 
weeks 
while we 
have 
hundreds of 
head that are going begging for a 
market 
Now 
Mr 
Farmer 
if 
we 
as 
farmers 
had ordinary hog sense 
we 
would get together and form an as- 
sociation 


¬ 
and 
would 
then get out 
look up 
these 
markets 
and after 
getting the market 
to then see that 
we keep 
it 
This 
I think 
can be 
done very easily 
For an illustration 
I will take my 
own case 
Since 
I started into the 
hog business 
a little over two years 
ago 
I have 
sold four car loads oil 
my farm at an average price of 8 
cents per pound 
delivered in Globe 
and these sales have been made with 
no further outlay than a couple of 
stamps one for inquiry and one for 
returning a signed 
contract 
This 
latter fact would indicate that satis ¬ 
faction was being given 
I contend 
that if this can be done individually 
it can surely 
be done 
on a larger 
scale 
There are 
thousands of dollars 
that go out 
of the mining 
camps 
every year for hogs that this valley 
should get but owing to our indif¬ 
ference in the matter the monev is 
going elsewhere 
Every car of hogs 
that is bought outside of the valley 
means 
anywhere 
from 
120000 to 
180000 that is taken from us here 
because we are sitting idly 
by and 
letting this business 
get away from 
us for the reason 
that we are not 
progressive enough to get together 
to protect our own interests 
Hog raising in 
the valley 
is only 
in its infancy 
and the possibilities 
in that line have just started 
Just 
now there 
is a packing plant being 
constructed in El Paso 
Texas 
that 
when built 
would handle thousands 
of head of hogs for us if we are in 
a

to furnish 
them what 
they want 
and to 
do this it means 
an
